ON THE PROGRESSIVE MOTION, 
OF TYPHOONS IN 1864, - 

Tho following Roport, by. thd Govorn- 
mont Astronomer, on. the -. Progressive 
Motion of Typhoonsin’ 1884; ip published 
| fur general information in the Gazette -— 

Hongkong ia situated in tho region of the 
trades, but the winds are greatly affected by 
the neighbouring ‘continents,—principally 
by the immense: Asiatic mainland, but te 
; some extent also by. Aurtratia,—tho influ- 
ence ot which is the cause of the monsoons, 
Thas wo find, that although tho’ ivorage 
direction of the wind hera is E.—a direction 
to some extent enuacd by the trend of the 
const,—it still exhibits a regular. annual 
variation, : 

“Tho air is impolled from a region where 
the baroinetric presture is higher, towards 
one. where itis’ lower,. its motion being, 
howover, deflected toward the right in the 
northern hemisphere, owing to the rotation 
ef tho earth. In winter, whon the pressure 
is high over China and low over Northern 
Australia, E. or N.E. “winds blow almost 
without interruption over,the China Sea, 
Tn spring, when the baromoter is falling over 
Souwthern Asia, tho direction af the wind 
veers towurd $S. and reaches $.W., whon 
about midsuminet the lowest pressure lies 
over Central Asia aid a‘high pressure over

The §.W. monsoon does not,. however, 
blow so steadily asthe N.E. monsoon, pos- 
sibly “because the suinmor area of low pres- 
sure is not so regular as the winter arva of 
high pressure in Asia, and the Eusterly 
trade wind, supported by the—at that sea- 
son-—comparatively high pressure ovor the 
winter area of high pressure over the North 
Pacific, intrudes even in midsummer. > 
Report for 1884,’ low the changes in the 
height-of the-tarometerinerease—with-the- 
latitude. - North of Hongkong the baro- 
motric pressure is subject to mnch greater 
changes than’ svath of it. In consequenco 
the &. wind in winter increases in force 
with a rising barometer, and the 8. W: 
wind in summer increases im force with a 
fallin, barometer, except in tho presence of 
a typhoon, ' 

During the winter soason . depressions 
originate within tho area of Asia, which is 
covered by the high pressure, and pase 
Eustward.. Those aro analogons to the de- 
pressions, which originate in Nebraska’and 
cross the Atlantic, and which also huve 
their maximum frequency and intunsity in 
winter. Thuse depressions lie outsido the 
eld. of our investigations, and will no 
dvubt continue to lave the attention of the 
Observatories in tha North of China, 

The typhoons appear to have their origin 
E. or 8.E. of the Philippines in the trough 
of low prossure between the two high-pres- 
sura ateag in the North Pacific and in Aus- 
tralia. Their paths are determined accord- 
ing to the law, firat enunigated by the Rev, 
Clement Lay, aceirding to which, an at- 
mospheric depression meyes so as to kecp 
the high-pressure avea on its right. ‘This 
law was originally ‘proved only in the case 
of depressions in the neighbourhodd of the 
United Kingdom, but it applies eqnally to 
the typhoons, . Ncw the application of this 
law would greatly facilitate forecasts con- 
cerning the progress of a typhoon, if; the 
telegraphic information were gufliciont té 
give a correct idea of the position and 
shapo of the area ur areas of high pressure, 
as it is known that these are subject to 
comparatively little charge.
